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The Use and Value of Gypsum. 


The value of gypsum (Plaster of Paris) 
when applied to crops, has been a much 
discussed subject, and within a few years 
has occupied no small space in the columns 
of the FarMER. Itis not the question of 
what it is, for everybody knows that gyp- 
sum is composed of sulphur and lime, and 
chemically, is known as the sulphate of 
lime, but the question with which so many, 
including scientists and practical farmers 
have grappled is, what plaster does, and 


-what does it not do when applied to crops 


asa dressing? We are now asked these 
questions by a correspondent who signs his 
name ‘*Beginner,” and we suppose he is 
one who has not been familiar with the 
agricultural literature of the past few 
years. We certainly have no new views 
to offer upon the subject, and so we will 
simply give an abstract of an article which 
lately appeared in the AJbany Cultivator 
from the pen of Henry Stewart. 

Gypsum is a rock, and is composed of 32.6 
per cent. of lime, 461¢ of sulphuric acid, 
and 20.9 of water. The water is chemically 
cotmbined and cannot be separated except 
by a heat whivh changes it to steam when 


’ the rock is broken up and falls to powder ; 


or if ground and ‘aeated in an iron kettle, 
the steam will escxpe as it does from boil- 
ing water, in bubbles until all the water 
passes off. Itis important that this fact 
should be noted for one popular notion 
with regard to the action of gypsum is that 
it absorbs water from the air and thus keeps 
the soil moist during a drouth. This is 
erroneous; when the plaster has been cal- 
cined, or boiled, it has parted with its water 
of combination or crystallization, upon 
which its crystallization depends, and be- 
comes 21 per cent. lighter. In this state 
the gypsum is plaster and is used by 
masons for making the hard finish on plas- 
tered walls. It makes this hard finish by 
combining again with the 21 per cent. of 
water, which it bas a natural affinity for, 
and which enables it to cohere in a hard, 
solid mass again. But in its matural state 
it will not take up any more water; no 
more in fact, and not so much as sand or 
oil would do, and therefore in the condi- 
tion in which it is used as a fertilizer, it 
can have no beneficial effect in gathering 
moisture for crops. When, however, it 
goes into the soil and becomes decomposed, 
it will in course part with its combined 
water, it is true, and the farmer who puts 
100 pounds of plaster per acre on his 
clover, may contribute just 21 pounds, or 
less than 10 quarts of water, to that acre 
of surface—an entirely insignificant quan- 
tity for any practical use. Plaster, then, 
for the farmers’ use, consists of 324g per 
cent. of lime and 4644 per cent. of sul- 
phuric acid, when it is pure. Usually it 
contains some carbonate of lime, silica, and 
sometimes sulphate of iron. When quite 
pure it forms the beautiful semi-transparent 
alabaster, and in one form in which it is 
free from water, it forms the handsome 
spar-like stone called selenite or ‘‘moon- 
stone,” from its full moon-like lustre. 

Of itself, plaster can only contribute to 
the food of plants: 1st, in its own sub- 
stance, viz: the salt (sulphate of lime ;) 
2d, by one of its constituents, sulphuric 
acid, and 3d, by the other, calcium or lime. 

This must be the extent of its direct use- 
fulnese. But this is by no means incon- 
siderable, for the mineral portion of many 
plants, notably the leguminous or pod- 
bearing kinds, as clover, beans, peas. 
lucerne, &c., contain this salt in the form of 
minute crystals. These are often to be 
observed in the sap of some of these plants 
when viewed under the microscope. Plas- 
ter being quite soluble, in 400 times its 
weight of water, is thus easily carried into 
the circulation of the plants as a necessary 
aliment. When we remember that, no mat- 
ter how rich the soil is, if one necessary 
part of a plant's food is wanting, the plant 
will starve, we can easily realize how in 
dispensable sulphate of lime is then to the 
growth of such crops as require it. It is 
true that sulphate of lime is quite frequent- 
ly found in water, especially that of springs 
and wells, but on account of its solubility 
it is soon carried down from the surface 
into underground drainage water beyond 
the reach of plants. — 

But plaster is very easily decomposed. 
The sulphuric acid in it, is held quite 
loosely; and when it is brought into con- 
tact with carbonate of ammonia, this takes 
the sulphuric acid from the plaster and re- 
places it with carbonic acid, which unites 
with the lime, thus forming sulphate of 
ammonia and carbonate of lime. To what 
extent this occurs in the soil, of course 
depends upon the quantity of ammonia pre- 
sent. But it is most probable that one 
other thing that gypsum does is to seize 
upon any ammonia that may be brought 
down in the rain and combine with it; at 
the same time the lime set free would com- 
bine with any nitric acid brought down and 
combine with that. It is quite probable 
that this double action does occur. [ have 
noticed the present season a remarkable 
effect of plaster in this direction, viz.: a 
very conspicuously deep green color of the 
grass to which it was applied, within twelve 
hours after the occurrence of a thunder 
shower, and a very rapid growth afterward, 
is a marked effect of nitrogenous fertilizers, 
such as nitrate of soda and sulphate of 

























“It is scarcely necessary to refer to the 
fact. that sulphuric acid, in various combi- 
nations, is of the greatest importance and 
widest distribution in plants. Sulphur is 
an integral part of all albuminous sub- 
stances, both vegetable and animal; it is 
found in all seeds, and forms a very large 
proportion of the albumen, gluten, caseine, 
&c., which form the most valuable nutri- 
tive elements of plants and animals. On 
this account, the 4614¢ pounds of sulphuric 
acid contained in an average dressing of 
100 pounds per acre of plaster wil) be of 
great value. ‘The 324¢ per cent. of lime is 
also useful as far as it goes, and is by no 
means unworthy of consideration. om 
these facts it is seen that while plaster is 
always one of the useful fertilizers, at the 
same time it is one of those that are at 
times indispensable. It may also be seen 
that the common but erroneous opinion 
that it is exhaustive to the soil, only applies 
to its application to very r soils for the 
purpose of extracting last drop of 
available fertility in them.”

Most of the stock was thoroughbred, Dur- 
hams, Herefords, short horns or grades of 
these breeds. Mr. Delano Moore had some 
young Holstein stock, which he recently 
purchased in New York. All the cows, 
vxen and sheep were in excellent order, 
evidencing that they belonged to careful 
owners. ‘he horses were generally young, 
many colts six months and a year old, of 
the Aroostook stock well known to horse- 
men us being of the most valuable kind. 
Several large lots of sheep were on the 
ground, some Merino, others Cotswold, and 
all excellent and valuable. | judge 150 sheep 
and lumbs were on exhibition. The swine 
were beauties, among them a mother and 
nine infants, mother and children as clean 
as a lady’s face on a June morning. 

The vegetable department was well set 
out with potatoes, turnips, beets, carrots, 
tomatoes, onions, cabbages, squashes, 
pumpkins, &c. In the fruit line, there 
were at least one hundred varieties of 
apples, many of them seedling varieties, 
which appeared well, other grafted. 
Duchess of Oldenburgs, which are this 
year very fine in Aroostook, Alexander 
which are excellent in quantity and quality. 
There were also plums, grapes and fine 
looking crab apples in the show.

His 
horses, neat stock, sheep, dairy products 
and vegetables of mi kind of garden and 
tield products, prove him to be one of the 
beet farmers of Aroostook. 

It was noticeable that the inevitable 
*horse trot” of former years was absent. 
rhis nuisance of Agricultural Exhibitions 
was not here this year, much to the grati- 
tication of many farmers present, although 
they had their youd horses on the ground, 
roadsters, work horses and draft horses, 
but the race horse these farmers do not 
raise or want. It is hoped that more of that 
class of farmers may be present next year 
with their useful domestic animals of every 
variety, and the products of their farms 
and gardens of every kind, and make their 
show a greater success than this year.

Waldo and Penebscot. 


You, kind reader, will remember the 
uncomfortableness and general dreariness 
of the whole of out-doors Thursday, Oct. 
4. It was a day when frost nipped every- 
thing green, old boreas raged and howled 
as though December had arrived, and thick 
gloves, mufflers, woolens and overcoats, 
were not only in demand, but absolutely 
necessary for the well being and even 
comparative «comfort of those who were 
abroad. 

On such a day, it would seem as though 
a Fair must be a failure, and it was then 
that the farmers of the Waldo and Penob- 
scot Agricultural Society, held their annual 
exhibition at Monroe. They evidently 
knew no such word as fail, for with their 
herds and flocks, their crops and specimens 
ef the year’s fruition of field and orchard ; 
their wives, boys and little unes, all turned 
out, en masse it would seem almost, and 
made one of, if not the best Fair ever held 
in this section of the State. 

Your reporter drove fourteen miles in 
the face of a tough Nor’wester, which be- 
numbed the system like a winter's day, 
reached the park about noon, paid fifty 
cents at the gate for the privilege of re- 
port the show, and drove into the 
grounds which seemed to be filled with a 
crowd of teams, animals, and humanity 
with blue noses and cold finger tips, but 
good natured and interested withal. 

To speak concisely, the Monroe Fair was 
a success in every particular—in its in- 
fluence upon the agriculture of this sec- 
tion of the State; in its results financially, 
and in its moral effect upon the community. 
When we say that the following was one of 
the printed rules of the society, and that 
the rules were enforced, the result is ex- 

sted: **The Society wishes the public to 
distinctly understand that they will pro- 
hibit the sale of intoxicating liquors, in- 
cluding cider, upon their grounds.” 

The Society own a large park near Mon- 
roe village, fenced, furnished with a good 
half mile track, and all the conveniences 
for a Cattle Show and Fair. A nice, cozy 
judge’s stand has been erected this year; 
two buildings at the entrance, one on either 
side, for Secretary’s and ‘T'reasurer’s offices, 
just finished; the grand stand has been 
enlarged nearly twice its former size, and 
now has a seating capacity of 2,500; a con- 
venient and nice ladies’ retiring room built; 
a cattle shed, double roofed, 100 feet long, 
erected, &c. ‘There are already two small 
halis, and it is preneses to add more land 
by the road side near the entrance, and 
erect a large hall specially for the ladies’ 
exhibition, which is certainly due them for 
the interest they manifest in their depart- 
ment. 

‘The annual meeting of the Society will 
be held the second Wednesday in Dec. 
The principal officers now are: Freeman 
Atwood, President; E. H. Nealley, Secre- 
tary; F. L. Palmer, Treasurer, and a large 
board of Trustees comprised of the leading 
wide-awake and progressive farmers of 
this section. During the Fair, Pres. At- 
wood officiated as Marshal, and the Sec- 
retary's assistants in the produce hall were 
J. W. Lang, and in the ladies hall Mrs. R. 
B. Nealley. ‘The Monroe Cornet band 
furnished very acceptable music for the 
occasion. At least one thousand persons 
were present the first day, and more than 
twice that number the second day. Your 
reporter makes the following notice of 
prominent matters from a tour of inspec- 
tion Thursday. A list of awards will be 
given in the future. 

Stock DEPARTMENT. There was a very 
large and fine exhibit including some 250 
head of neat cattle, ranging from the tiny 
trained steer calves to the huge bovines 
measuring nearly eight feet in girth. Wm. 
F., and Herbert Black of Searsport, ex- 
hibited 32 head, including nine pairs of 
oxen and steers, the largest girthing 7% 
feet, 4 yrs. old, and the smallest pair 7 ft 
Parker and Otis of Belfast, showed their 
Hereford herd of nine animals headed by 
the bulls **Duke of Penpoint,” and ‘‘Repub- 
lic.”

Then and Now. 








As I have only my little ones to converse 
with, through the day, I havea habit of 
rehearsing in my own thoughts, the many 
interesting articles I read, and prominent 
among them is Clarissa’s story of an old 
lady, which brought to mind the heading 
of this. Now I differ with Clarissa, in 
thinking we are not as smart as women of 
those days, or at least, strong enough to do 
as much, for I think we really do more; 
let me tell you why, I think so. Then, we 
will admit, most people had large families, 
but they had houses with only one or two 
rooms in them, no paper, paint, or varnish, 
or carpets and stuffed furniture to care for; 
but just plain, every day articles enough to 
get along with. Then as to living, or rath- 
ereating, they would live on bean porridge, 
brown bread, baked beans, hasty pudding 
and milk and such plain fare, which was 
far more healthy, and of course easily pre- 
pared: then in regard to dress, one plain 
dress for best was thought to be enough, 
and mothers could send their children to 
school or to church, entering with a plain 
wool or cotton drees and sunbonn t on, and 
if the ladies, rich or poor, wished to make 
a call they would tie on on a clean apron, 
and sunbonnet, and knitting-work in hand, 
start off and walk a mile or two; or if they 
had a visit to make four or five miles away, 
the good man would bring his oxen and 
cart up to the door and put a chair in, and 
his wife would climb into the cart, seat her- 
self in the chair and so while he walked 
beside his team she would ride, and they 
were happy unless it terminated as one old 
lady | heard of; as she was sitting in her 
chair, knitting away, probably counting 
stitches, the chair worked back over the 
axle and the pin happening to be out of tise 
cart, over went the old lady, chair cart and 
all into the road; the old gentleman who 
was lame came limping back, and without 
offering to help her up, kept saying, ‘You 
hurt you,” but after she had gained her 
feet they resumed their journey as pleas- 
antly asever. Now you see the ways in 
those days were so simple that it did not 
require the physical or mental labor that 
it does to-day. Now days, we have houses 
especially the well-to-do people, that are pa- 
— paint and varnish from garret to cel- 

ar, Carpets, nice furniture, brick-a-brac and 
ornaments without number ; of course they 
afford us pleasure, but they require labor 
and care to keep them nice, and women must 
clean, sweep, dust and work in rooms that 
we hardly use twice a year. Then our ta- 
ble must be supplied with fancy cooking, 
and to do this we stand over the hot stove 
nearly al! day two or three timesa week, 
let the weather be what it will, and we 
come out of our cook reom tired and ner- 
vous, and after partaking of our cooking, 
have dyspepsia and indigestion to pay us 
for our trouble; then in regard to dress, 
we must have everything ruffled, tucked 
and plaited, even our every day dresses 
and our daughters to attend a district school 
must not wear one suit a week or they 
would be out of style. And if we are not 
able to hire, how much time and hard work 
it takes to have all these fashions and keep 
up with them. Then if our means are lim- 
ited, how much brain-work it takes to plan 
for them, and if we wishto make a call 
now we must crimp and frizz and try on 
this and tie on that to see if they are be- 
coming, and study the effect of our dress 
in geveral, until we are tired enough to 
stay at home and rest. If we walk, we 
must not attempt to hurry but walk at 
what I call a fashionable pace, make a 
stiff and formal call, and returnas tired as 
though we had done a washing. Ifa lady 
is going to ride, the carriage will be driven 
up to the door at least an hour, before she 
will be ready to go, then she will come out 
take a look at it and say, **why do see that 
carriage ; now take the horse right out and 
wash that carriage or dust it,” and so her 
call or visit is not made after all the trou- 
ble of getting ready. Now I have not ex- 
aggerated have 1; is it not the way we do 
now, and yet we say, ‘‘we can’t do as much 
as they used to.” Again, | say we do 
more and tax our strength far more than 
they did in the days of our Grandmothers ; 
and I dont believe we areany happier, and 
I dont wonder we cant find time to answer 
questions or hear lessons, for our little 
ones, and I think we are exceedingly strong 
and smart to keep up with the times. 
When I hear the old ladies tell of their way 
of getting along in those days, I really 
sigh for the old fashioned days myself, 
but as we are considered to be weaker and 
wiser, | suppose we must be content to let 
it remain so.

Pyrenees Dia- 
mond-knitting is done thus ; Ist row, *tover 
1; slip 1; 2 plain; pass slipped stitch over ;*
